Three O'clock. 


At about hall-past eight o'clock this 


morning whilo the workmen were en- 
gaged in moving the pile driver ou the 
vacant lots on North Main aud North 
Fourth streets, above the dam, tho driver 
slipped on its icy foundation and fell to 
tho ground, striking one of the workmen, 
Mr. Ephraim Sheffield, and crushing him 
iu a terrible manner. Tho driver nnd 
hammei together 
weigh 
abont 2,000 


pounds, nnd this entire weight, after fall- 
ing a distance of some twelve lout, struck 
Mr. Sheffield, tbo hammer, which weighs 
1800 pounds, striking him ou tho hcnd, 
shoulders and chest, whilo tho frame work 
caught his legs. The bones in his left leg 
were broken about two inches above tho 
knee, aud again about six inches above, 
the bone being forced through the flesh. 
The chest was terribly crushed, several 
of tho ribs being crushed, aud forced 
through the back. Besides tlr.s he sus- 
tained other injuries, and several bruises 
about the head. He was taken to tho res- 
idence of Mrs. Eobert Addy where Dr. 
Henry Palmer attended to the injuries. 
He was faint aud delerions a portion of 
the time during the examination by tho 
doctor this morning, but otherwise np- 
peared to bo comfortable as could bo ex- 
pected. 


Mr. Sheffield has been engaged with 


Hr. D. O. Ward in working tbo pile 
driver for live years or more, aud was a 
careful and experienced man at this bus- 
iness. The men were engaged in driving 
piles Cor a breakwater on the lots above 
mentioned, which are to be craded ana 
used as a lumber yard by the box factory 
oE Messrs. Stevens & Thoroughgood, and 
had completed driving n pile, when they 
undertook 
to 
move 
the 
driver to 


the next pile,—the snow aud 103 was 
very slippery, aud when the ropes were 
loosened, the blocks at the foundation 
slipped aud the whole machine fell to the 
ground, Mr. Sheffield 
was standing 


about twelve or fifteen feet from the base, 
and did not notice the accident until it 
was too late to escape. The hammer was 
up about twelve :eet, aud this great 
weight, together with the frame work, 
caught and crushed him to the ground as 
stated. Mr. Ward was 'present r.t the 
time, and immediately cut the frame 
work loose and raised the hammer from 
tho injured, man, .ur.d the doctor was 
called. 


Mr. Sheffield is a man about sixty years 


of ago, and resides with his family on 
West Milwaukee street, near High, and 
has been a resident of this city fora num- 
ber oO'oars. Jt 1S b°l)cd tbat bo wil1 r°- 
cover/but his injuries are of such n 
tare and so severe that it now seems 
most impossible for him to survive. 


Mr. Sheffield was removed to his home 


on West Milwaukee street at 
three
